Old Railway Tickets. 


The earliest railway tickets differed 
eptinely from those pow in use. The 
imeking clerk was furnished with a 
volume, the pages of which were di 
videa down the centre by a perforated 
line, the outside half of each page was 
again divided into slips about four 
inehes long by wn inch and three-quar. 
ters in width, on each of whieh was 
Printed the game of the issuing ste 
tien. spaces were provided in which 
the clork had to wnte the destination, 
passenger's name, date of issue, and 
the tine the train waa due to.depart, 

One of these slips, duly filled in, 
was detached from the book and hand. 
ed over te each would be passenge: iu 
exchange for his fare. ‘ 

The traveler, having thus obtained 
his ticket, was passed on to the guard 
of the train by which he desired to 
travel. ‘This official was provided 
with a kind of way-bill on which he 
entered particulars of all his passen- 
gers in much the same way that a 
parcel is served nowadays. 

“Incidentally the similarity of treat 
ment did not always end there, the 
third-class passengers had to travel 
in an open carriage, frequently noth. 
ing more than a goods truck attached 
to a train which carried both passen- 
gers and goods, more or less indis- 
ctiminately.—Railway Magazine.

erick Bolette ‘will‘have more than or- 
divary ‘interest’ for those who know 
anything of the history und traditions 
of the oll “Lake"Provincial Marine.”

How Crooked Rookies’ De Up the 
Recruiting Officers. 


ng today, army is no longer 
Somdad with professional rogues, and 
idlera cannot exist now by taking the 
“King’s shilling’—and their “hoak 
at the same time; nevertheless thers 
isin England fo-day a regular army 
of shady gentry who live by duping 
recruiting-sergeants and regimental 
authorities, The soldicr has only one 
uame for such—“fraud,” and, being a 
g00d judge of character, he usually 
readily recognizes the type (even when 
his sup<riors have failed to do 80) by 
the “fraud’s” furtive ways, bis know!- 
edge of arms and equipment, and par- 
ticularly of other regiments, his squar- 
ed shoulders and rhythmical ‘step, his 
shifty eyes and clean-shaven face, 
and, above all, his amazing skill in 
reckoning up accounts. ; 

But that superiors are not so apt 
at detection was proved the other day, 
when a misdemeanant staggered 
magistrate by confessing that he had 
served in no fewer, than seventeen 
regiments, and “not more than six 
months in any one! The ingenuity 
and resource of some of these proice- 
sional “frauds” would undoubtedly 
earn them distinction if: applied ta 
some virtuous pursuit; they can boast 
of twisting “recruiting sergeants round 
their fingers.” How do they protit? 
Well, when a recruit has been passed 
for the uriny and finally sworn in he 
is entitled to a day’s pay and ration 
allowance (1s. 6d. altogether), and it 
he appears to. be well-spoken, well- 
dressed, or with friends near, he is us- 
ually paid this amount by the recruit. 
ingotlicer and given his liberty until 
the time to entrain for his regiment. 
Needless to say, the “fraud,” having 
‘entailed altogether an expense of from 

2s. to 14s, in his enlistment, is rare- 
ly seen again after he has received hts 
pay. > 
But more experienced “frauds” do 
much better on the deal. They cither 

k to be enlisted for a regiment sit 
uated in some town they are desirous 
of reaching, pocket the “traveling al- 
Jowance,” and, having come to the end 
of their free journey, elude the ser- 
gecut waiting for them owing to his 
ce of their appearance; or else 
y ask to be enlisted for some regi 
ment situated at the greatest possible 
distance from the recruiting office, be. 
cause the amount of traveling ullow- 
ance (which is in addition to pay, 
etc.) depends upon this. A “fraud” 
may thus make in a day 1s, as pas, 
Gd. as ration allowance,-and Is. 4i. 
as traveling allowance, and, newilesa 
to say, having been scen safely in 
the train by the reeruiting-sergeant, 
he scizes the first chance of eacaping, 
unless he has good reasons for reach- 
ing any particular station on the

BUSY MAKING HISTORY. 


| President of the C.P.R. Has Had 2 


Career That Inspires Admiration— 
Once a Poor Lad In Wisconsin He 
1s Now Head of the Greatest Road 


80,000 Men to Do His Bidding. 


| The Macaulay or the Froude of to- 


Morrow, when dealing with the af- 
fairs of our age, will tind his imagin- 
ation fired not by the speeches and 
campaigns of rtizan statesmen, 
but by the work of those Empire- 
buildérs who towday are creating new 
nations of English-speaking people 
where yesterday there was wilder- 
ness. Among these Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, president of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Hailway, will take high 
place. 

His recent visit to Europe affords 
occasion for recalling something af.

Royal Voterinary College in Lon:ion, 
Eng., whore be took a# spocial course 
under the direction of Sir John Me- 
Fayden, principal of the college, has the 
following to say on the munch dreaded 
disease, rabies. 

One of the most striking and con- 
stant symptoms exhibited by rabid ani- 
male is the desire to bite, and this is 
a rymptom which haa the greatest value 
to the view of diagnosis, Whatever may 
Le the natural habits with few excep 
ttions it acquires this desire to bite 
whenever it becomes rabid. 

Cattle and sheep even use their teeth 
43 a weapon for defence when they be- 
come rabid. The rabbit itself dora not 
bite when it becomes angry. ‘When it 
can be shown that a suspected dog, pre 
viously pearcable in its dispositiun, has 
made a perfect unprovoked attack on 
human beingy, especially if the attack 
ha» been made on a permon well known 
to the dog, that history pointe chuazst 
infallibly to the rabies, and when with 
this history one knows the dug has died 
@ natural death, with an illness not ox- 
tending oyeg, nm week, and when a post- 
mortem ix held, the stomach ix found to 
be empty, this is almost a sure sizn of 
rabies. 

tn practice it very seldom happens that 
the dlog is allowed to die a natural death, 
Lut is generally shot. The dog should be 
secured alive and kept until it has died. 
or for a time. When a suspected dog 
survives for «a week or +0, and’ then ‘the 
svinptomns disappear, the animal may be 
said not to have rabies. Dogs that are 
not subject to rabies ‘will sometimes 
bite people, even those whom they know, 
expecially in epileptic fits, just about the 
time they are coming out of them. In 
a dog that has died from rabies, or has 
teen hulled after the usual ».rptoms, 
one may find a varicty of aldominali- 
tes, but experince has shown, with 
ies, Lut experience has shown? with 
one exception, one can get little esi.

Old Superstition and Cold Facts From 
the Astronomers. 

There is an old superstition which 
dies bard, and that is that the pos!- 
tion of the horns of the new moon 
tells what the weather will be. If the 
horns of the crescent are on the same 
Jevel it will hold water, and hence it 
is a dry moon, but if {t is tipped up 

¢ tben the water will run ont, and it is 
a wet moon. 

One thing-has helped keep this be- 
Nef alive. The moou Is “dry” tn the 
part of the spring iat ts usually fair, 
while it is “wet™ during the scason of 
Sutumin rains. 

If thls were a sure sign of the 
weather we conld have our predic 
tons published many years In ad- 
vance, for an astronomer can predict 
the exact position of (be moon at any 
time [2 tho future. 

The cause for the different positions 
of the crescent is almple. ‘The moon is 
south of the sun in tbe autumn and 
north of it in spring. The crescext fs 
found by the light of the sun falling 
on the moon, and the borns are natu- 
tally in a line perpendicular to the di- 
rection of the sun from the moon. 
That fs all there is to this old super 
6tition. .

champion. 

But it is oot with the public alone: 
that be Is at war. On all otber cab- 
men whose path he crosses, on omni- 
dus drivers, motorcar men, bicyclists, 
private coachmen, costermongers with 
tarrows and (sotto roce) the pole be 
heaps deadly insults, the least ontra- 
geous of which are “Ours!* (“Bear?’) 
and “Fourncau!” (“Oren!”), the batter

The cabman'’s wild career through 
the streets, the constant warering and 
slashing of bis pitiless whip, his mad- 
cap huvtlements and collisions, the 
frenzied gesaticulations which he ex- 
changes with his “fare,” the pante 
stricken: Aight of the agonized women 
whose lives be has endangered, the 
ugiy rusbes which tbe public occaston- 
ally makes st him with a view to 
lynching: him, the sprawlings and fall- 
ings of bls maddened, hysterical, starr- 
ing horse, contribute as much as any- 
thing (to the spasmodic Intensity, tbe 
electric blue fire diableric, which are 
characteristic jof the general. more- 
ment of Paris.

Watch a: Paris cabman, for instance, 
on a wet day or on some festival oc- 
casion, pach as the New Year, when 
there is a big demand for his services. 
With what haughty disdain does he 
drive along the streets, deaf to every 
appeal, refusing every fare, rejoicing 
in the discomfort and inconvenience 
he is causing, triumphant in the 
thought that at last bo has “the bour- 
geois” at his fect; that the clientele 
which: be detests and which detests 
him ts now a humiliated, bemuddled 
or bedraggicd mob of supplicants 
walting on his will, whom be can en- 
rago to: bolting polnt with his sncers 
and his silence or lash whkh his sar 
casms as cruelly as he beats his horse. 

Cheerfally does he sacrifice half a 
day's earnings to the enjoyment of 
this exquisite revenge, for at least he 
can say to his hungry wife and chil- 
dren when he gets home, “J’al veeu.”’

It is because the Parisian recognizes 
in bimself a certain community of 
sentiment with the cabman in this at- 
titude toward lifo that he tolerates 
him though he docs not forgive him.

An “‘in- 
surgent” feeling soon developed in the 
present Legislature, which opened a 
moth or ago, and the resignation 
of Hon. Cushing, Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, three weeks ago, infanel 
the Opposition to the deal. 

Alberta’s Premier and wenibers of 
his Cabinet dreamed of a greater Al- 
Lerta with railways extending far to 
the northward, giving depth ns well 
as width to the province. The Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway. whick 
is said''to be backed inainly by a 
group of Kansas City bankers. took 
form and the Government was askel 
fur assistance. 

An agreement wns framed by which 
the railway was goarnnateed $20,000 a | 
it is on the terms of this agrve- 
ment that the Minister of Public 
Works disagreed from ~ the Goverti- 
ment.

“T know fcll well thet temptations 
are ROmCtimes placed in the way of 
putiic men by unscrupulous individ- 
uals. It is for our nublic men to re- 
sist:these temptations. 

“From what L have observed and 
learned within’ the Inst few days T 
havo almost arrived at the conclusion 
that there is a nest of traitors in the 
Liberal camp in Alberta.

More Art In its Manufacture Than

There is a great deal more art in the 
faaking and serving of coffee than the 
average person secms to realize, If 
possibte, it [s much more satisfactory 
to make coffee at the table, for in this 
way really boiling water [Is Insured 
and the care occessary In the making 
if {¢ is to be worth drinkiog. The cof- 
feo should be freshly roasted and 
ground and a. sufficient amount allow- 
el to produce really good, -strong cof- 
fee. The kind of coffee used is en- 
Urely a matter of individual taste. 
Some people Uke an admixture of chic 
ory. und ip this case two ounces of 
chicory to one pound of coffee is the 
usual aUowance. 

Having ground the coffee! ‘allow a 
tablespoonful for cach cup, and beut it 
for a minute Io the oven ur in front of: 
the re, then Lave ready whatever cof- 
fee machine ts to be used. previously 
heated by pouring lo some boiling wa- 
ter. Fill up the upper part of the per- 
eolator with the coffer, pressing It 
down firmly, then gradually pour on 
the boiling water, bavlog pr:viously 
measured the amount required, put on 
the Id, and Jet the liquid run through, 
remembering that the slower the water 
43 added the better will be the coffec. 
For cafe noir a tablespoonful of ground 
coffee shouhl be allowed for each cof- 
fee cup. 

The milk for eerring with cafe au 
lait also suffers fn the cooking. with 
the result that only too often It is sent 
to table with. skin formed on the top, 
a thing to which very many people 
strongly object. However, tf prepared. 
as follows, this will be entirely obvi- 
ated: Bring the milk slowly just to the 
boil tn either a well lined stecl. copper 
or enamel pan, stirring tbe mollk from

Repairing Westminster. 
> The work of keeping Westminster 
Abbey in repair is a 
deticate one and the 
Weyors of the fabric is a distinguished 
one indeed. During the bast seventy 
years this matchless charch has been 
in the hands of Mr. Bhorc, Sir Gilbert 
Seo, Mr. Pearson, Mr. Michavlth- 
waite and now Prof. Lethaby. 

There have been times in the his- 
tory of the abbey when ite very exist- 
ence has been iu jcopardy. The first 
of these occurred about the end of 
the seventeenth century. Sir Christo- 
pher Wren was called in and the work 
of restoration was carried out with 
the utmost zeal aud ‘thoroughnees, 
though in many of its details its 
taste was open ty much questivn. 

When the late Dean Bradley arriv- 
ed upon the scene in the year 182 
he found an income derived largely 
from agricultural estates steadily 
dwivdting in value while the condi. 
lion of many of the great fying but- 
tresses as well as the north transept 
was indescribable. The late dean him. 
self was wont frequently to deseribe 
the north transept when he first in- 
epected it as presenting almost the 
éppcarance of 4 quarry, t 

It was time for extreme meagares, 
and that the situation was saved at all 
was due to the vigor and the business 
acumen of the late Dean. Ay it was 
the Abbey had to pay a fearful price. 
A loan of $125,000 was made to the 
dean and cuapter by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners.

R. F. Gourlay Was Canada’s Earliest 
Immigration Official. 
- Robert Fleming Gourlay «as born’ 
in ‘Scotland in 1778. “His father, who 
had ‘been a man‘of wealth which he

homeand coming to Canada in 
1817,: Gourlay was probably the first 
real a ee agent *for Canads, 
and, his gave much promise of 
success and to some extent he suc- 
ceeded in ‘settling Scotch immigrants 
in Canada through his Jand agency 
business.” This was in the days of 
the old Family Compact, the leaders 
of which monopolized all the offices 
of Government and = attempted to 
carry on an autocratic rule. Gour- 
lay may be ssid to have been the 


busincas methods, Hic fell foul of the 
ruting party. 
. To gain’ some information of the 
various sections of the province of 
Upper Canada (now Ontario) Gour- 
lay sent out a list of questions for 
answers. Among the questions was 
one which asked, “What, in your 
opinion, retards the improvement of 
your township in particulsr. or 
province in general, nnd what would 
most centribute to the samo?” It is 
uite trne that the people throughout 
the country were dissatisfled with the 
conditions, and these questions were 
discussed in mectings and in private 
with the result that Gourlay umnder- 
took to advise that complaint should 
be made to the Colonial Secretary in 
England regarding various gievances. 
Matters were brought to a crisis 
through Gourlay calling a conv€ntion 
to discuss the situation. The Family 
Compact were greatly alarmed and 
after passing an act forbidding all 
conveations, determined to get rid of 
Gourlay. He was arrested in ro 
ston, t and acquitted, and im- 
mediately after was again a 
and tried at Brockville, but again 
acquitted of the charge against hire. 
He was not given much peace for 
within a few weeks a charge of 
sedition was brought against him, 
and in defiance of all decency not to 
meotion Rritish fair play or British 
justice, was kept in jail for seven 
months without trial. To make sure 
of the result, he was hustled off to 
Niagara where the people were all 
supporters of the ruling compact.

The city has 168 acres of fine farm 
land where the springs, which are 
the source of the city’s water supply, 
start from the side of the hills at Ark. 
cll, four miles out of the city. Some 
of this land will reforeat itself, while 
the rest will all be reforested with 
white pine and other select trees, 
which are being shipped from Ger- 
many, having already been ordered 
through the Ontarie Agricultura] Col- 


The land will be laid out into drives, 
which, when the treea grow, will de- 
velop into beautifel park or grove. 

First of all the commissioners want 
to protect the city’s water supply; 
second, they want tn twmake provision 
for a beautiful forest park, and third, 
they look forward to the tine that 
the scheme will turn out very protit 
able, az authorities claim it undoubt- 
edly will. 

Experts have reported the estimatet 
cout at only eight dollars an acre, and 
that provides for the best trees and 
the most thorough work. 

The 163 acree of forestry plot,- in 
such close proximity te the Ontano 
Agriculture College, will also be valu- 
ble to the work there, being useful 
for demunstrating.

Since the tarning of the firat sod 
on the construction of the Grand 
Grand Trunk Pacific Bailway at Fort 
William, Ontario, September 11, 1905, 
by the Premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the construction work has procecded 
steadily to the extent that at the pr>- 
sent time, covering a period of four 
years and a half since the building ot 
this Transcontinental Railway was 
commenced, of the entire main line 
from Moncton to Prince Rupert, a dis- 
tance of 3,550 miles, a total of 3,000 
miles has been placed under construc-

{FORMING HIS CABINET 


TROUBLES OF POLITICIAN WHO 
TAKES OVER GOVERNMENT, 


When the Leader of the Opposition 
Wins an Election and Begins to 
Organize His Government, He 
Has Troubles That the Man In 
the Street Never Dreams Of—Fam- 
ous Case of John Bright. 


It ig only whep a leader of the Op- 
Position has won & genital seaton, 
and is called-upon to form a Cabi- 
net, that his troubles really begin. 
He may have found it a ticklish job 
to formulate a policy that eutisfied 
his conscience and attracted the vot- 
ers, and still more uitticult to make 
speeches which would not give his 
case away to: hia opponents; but 
these troubles are nothing to that of 
forming » Cabinet. ‘ 

A Premier's choice of Ministers is + 
restricted in all sorts of ways. Only 
a@ very strong man would rup the 
risk of wrecking his Cabinet at the 
outset by including in it a really 
capable politician who had made 
himself. unpopular by some indis- 
ereet speech or action, while now - 
and again a gentleman “whv_ really 
eught to be included must be lelt 
out because he bas mixed himself up 
in eome social scandal, One brilliant 
publie nay bas been shut out of sev- 
eral Ministries for this reason. 

Another difficulty mects the Prime 
Minister who has reached his posi- 
tion xs the result of a general elec- 
tion. As he has succeeded a Govern- 
ment which has resigned after defeat 
at the polls all his Ministers must 
be reclected on taking office, and, 
above all, he must choose his coun- 
cillors from men whe Lave safe 
seats, 

Therefore, if an important icllower 
has won by a small majority, he may 
meet with defeat at the bye-clection; 


{20 his leader must have a safe seat 


in readiness for him elsewhere, or 
leave him out of the Goveyiment 
altogether, although —occasivnally 
Ministers have been outside the 


| House of Commons for some time.

REBUILDING LIVERPOOL SLUMS 
Municipality {s\Busy Wiping Out the 
Plague Spets of the City. 

About forty years ago there ers in 

verpool 22,000 .insanitary» houses. 
Eighteen thousand have been demol- 
ished. About 6,000 of these were de- 
stroyed by private enterprise to make 
room for business ises, the re- 
maining 13,000 hav beeh “cleared 
away by the municipality. 

On the site of a greater portion of 
the houses which the municipality has 
Swept away and on the other sites 
acquired by them for the purpose the 
corporation has erected 3,170 dweil- 
ing now yonder the contro) of the 
eity council. Within five years there 
have been demolished in Liverpool 


comfort and 
under sound in these new 
buildings. 


This work is in the hands of a com- 
mittee of the city council known as 
the “housing committec,” hich pre- 
sents recommendations to the council 
based on reporta of the medical officer 
of health and the surveyor. 

About 4,000 insani houses are 
yet to be dealt with. At present the 
corporation is dealing with six un- 
healthy areas, having obtained Par- 
liamentary powers to acquire these 
a jer the provisions of the 
Housing of the Working Classes Act 

1890. On the-sites 
erected by the- municipal to 
commodate 3,828 persons. 

The plans provide for 89 Houses of 
four rooms each, 188 of three. rooms, 
and 277 of two rooms. No single room 
tenements will be cons! . Space 
for four shops will be apportioned. 
and these 558 dwelli will contain 
1,450 rooms. To com! the portion 
of the scheme just described Let 
property interests must be acquired, 
and it has so far that the 
Intest report gives ae { twenty-seven 
yet to be secured, the price of, 
theze is now but a matter of arbitra- 
tion. The probable coat, when all the 
lanl is purchased, will be about $505,- 
440 aml for the buildings $590,490 is 
allowed, a total of $1,095,990. Strect 
improvements and a recreation ground 
will use 5.556 yards of the total of 
43,983 to Le acquired. 

At present the net annual charge 
to the Liverpool ratepayers fur the 
housing refurms which have been cf- 
fected by the municipality, after the 
credit of rents is deducted, is ouly 
four cents on $426. This produces 
$143,267. The yearly charge covering 
the $1,127,500 which it is proposed to 
oxpemd will be eqnivalent to a littls 
over a onc cent rate after deducting 
for rentals, cte, This rate ,~f five 
vents on $4.56 has accofnplished 
much, and provides for still further 
and »xtensive work in the abolition 
of the city’s slums.

Their Lot Pitiful In the Extreme— 
Callous Indifference of Mothers. 


Alter nearly four years of u system 
ot elementury cuucation that was to 
redeein tue poople tron: a presumed 
ignorance of fetters and the desirable 
cements of knowledge that literature 
conveys, We have to confess that the 
ignorance of the London poor of the 
commonplace and intuitive facts of 
cevery day! tife and rule aod conduct 
is deeper than that of any savage 
ruce, #0 called, says The Loudon 
Pall Mall Gazette. There is no peo 
ple of which we have sny_ record 
azainat which ‘we can level such a te- 
proach aa thet which we have to lay 
at the doors of the poor of. London. 
Even the most despised creatures of 
the lower orders of animals have an 
instinct that enables” them to -fecd 
their offspring correctly and to pro- 
tect them from the accidents of wea- 
ther and climate; but there is no such 
instinct in the minds of the lowest 
stratum of the human population, 
and, what is worse, vo desire 10 ac 
quire knowledge of such elemental 
facts. 

Go te any children’s hoapital, any 
nursing home, any dispensary, in the 
poor districts of London, and the 
parade of the victims of child trage- 
dics of the most beart-piercing kind 
will visit you at every turn. To view 
the puny, wizened faces, the attenu- 
ated and often distorted Jimbs, and 
the dased and idiotic countenancea of 
the numberless infants sacrificed te 
the ignorance and the criminal reck- 
lessness of mothers who are worse 
than the beasta in their ignorance, is 
an experience that can be bought by 
the exercise of a very little trouble 
and a comparatively limited journey 
through the slums. The contempla- 
tion of it is enough to induce a doubt 
Ce Wil of Providence itself, 
and will seem to be x mockery of the 
command of the Nazarene to “Suffer 
little children to comé unto Me,” 

Why should these unfortunates be 
allowed to come into the world to be 
‘tortured by steeping draughts of gin 
and pasreguric by callous crones 
whom they are confided by hard-work- 
ing mothers compelled to leave their 
homes all day; why should they be 
given into the careless hands of other 
mothers to be fed, trundled about in 
the streets by older and also carcless 
brothers and sisters, to alt 
weathers without covering, and with. 
out the most ordin: sanitary pro- 
Any one wing athese 
things, and knowing the untold® suf- 
tering inflicted on the children of the 
Londen poor, may" bé forgiven for re- 
joicing to be told that the euffesings 
of one or other has ended in ‘a merci- 
ful deliverance from farther tribule- 
tion. 

No doubt the conditions of slum life 
help to beget the callous indifference 
which is the worst characteristic of 
the ‘poor London mother; the hopeless 
struggle against: an ineufficiency of 
means, the absence of incentive to 
personal effort, -the endless batde 
with the Wirt and filth of the strects; 
these influences ste+ paralyzing. Tc 
remove them we 0 better training 
for our youth, organized employ- 
ments, and protection for those er- 
floyments against unfair .competition 
from the workers of protected and 
better governed countriss. We de 
épair of an improvement in the Jot of 
the children of the poor until the par. 
ents have their drab lives brightened 
by hope of yeguilar employment that 
will sencourage in them the instincte 
of self-help and self-respect and 2 
sense of responsibility. Chronic pov- 
erty has-much if not everything to 
“do with the decadence of parental in- 
stinet and indifference, and until the 
lot of the very poor can be improved 
by economic Jaws philanthropy cay 
Ee in the cause of the children in 
vain. :

WRECK TAKES 45 LIVES 


Disaster Occurs on Chicago- 
Rock Island Railroad. ~ - 








Passenger Train ts Derailed In Narrow 
Cut Near Green Mountain, lowa, 
and Cars Are Telescoped—Wreckage 
Is Cevered With Blood, and Injured 
Suffer Terrible injuries — Many

Marnhalltown, Ia., March 22.—Forty- 
five persona were killod and forty 
were injured, many of them fatally, 
in a wreck four and a half miles north 
of Green Mountain, Iowa, yesterday 
on a Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
passonger_train.

RECIPROCITY IN SIGHT 


Hon. Mr. Fieiding Cannot Make 
Announcement on Tariff. 


Gives ft to Be Understood, However, 
That the Outlook Is Hopeful For 
an Avoidance of the Threatened 
War Between the United States and 
Canada—Me. Lennox Raises Ques- 
tion of Sunday Conferences. 


Ottawa, March 23—Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing brought back with him from Al- 
bany yesterday no announcement as 
to the details of his conference with 
President Taft on the tariff question 
beyond a repetition of the statement 
that the whole question is still one of 


“friendly negotiations.”” It is learned, 
however, from sources in close touch 
with the situation, that behind the 
passing clouds of threatening tariff 
war there is already visible a clear 
sky. promising better trade relations 
between Canada and the United States 
than have obtained for over a quarter 
of a century past. Instead of mutual. 
ly disastrous tariff reprisals there are 
how growing indications of a coming | 
reciprocity in trade between the two ! 
neighboring countries in which there 
may be a mutual lowering of the tariff 
barriers to the exchange of the pro- 
ducts which each country neds, and 
which will convert a situation ominous + 
with injury to mutual trade interests 
and to neighborly good feeling into # 
situation from which each country will 
derive profit, and which will insure 
harmony for years to come. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding stated to~lay that 
by agreement with President Taft, 
pending some definite conclusion of 
the negotiations now under way, all 
the details ax tu the proposed solution 
of the difficulty must be regarded as 
contidential, and that an announce: 
tnent could not be expected [or some 
days yet. 

While the danger of a tariff war 
after March 3st is not yet avoided, 
it can be stated definitely that the 
outlook in Government circles here is 
now regarded as distinctly hopeful. 

President Taft's message to the 
Canadian people, in which he makes 
the atatement that he will endeavor to 
promote “in such ways as are open to 
me hetter trade relations between the 
United States and Canada than at 
Present exist.” is held jo be tanta- 
Mount to a promise that he wit urge 
upon Congress s special law giving 
Canada freer access in the American 
markets for her natural products, such

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OUTWITTING THE FORGER. 
Wonders of the Electric Pen Invented 
by a Hindu Named Dr. Ghadiali. 
Writing by burning is the latest in- 
vention, and it will require the wits 


of a ilozen of Jim the Penman’s clev- 
erest disciples to devise a means 


whereby they may overcome the dif- 


ficultirs which it presents to those 
who have a fondness for fraud and 
forgery. The invention takes the form > 
of an electric pen, which makes 
erasure or alteration impossible, by 
carrying the writing right through 
the material in the form of irregular 
perforations : 

This pen has been invented by Dr. 
Ghadiali, who, on account of his in- 
Yentive versatility, says The World's 
Work, has earned the sobriquet of 
the *‘Parsee Edison.”" Briefly describ- 
ed, the invention is as follows.. The 
whole of the requisite electric 
mechanism is carried in a small desk 
with a sulass lid. At the side is a 
small pen, resembling the ordinary 
fountain style, carried in a clip when 
out of use, and connected with the 
electric upparatus within by a fexi- 
ble cont. On the outer side of the 
glass lid is a plate of aluminium, 
which constitutes the surface upon 
which the paper is laid in writing. 
and which completes the electrical 
circuit, the sparka flashing from the 
pen point, burning their way through 
the paper. thereby making a tiny 
hole. a s+ 
The ‘design of the pen is such that 
it does not work until it is held in 
the writing position, with its poipt 
pressed upon the paper, and immedi- 
ately this is done there is a sharp 
erack and a half inch spark, pro- 
duced by 10,000 volts of current, burns 
through the paper, Icaving a smal! 
puncture in its train. It is the paz- 
nage of the spark itself which affects 
the perforation, and not the pen-point 
piercing the paper. 

Writing is carried out in the asual 
manner, the salient advantage of the 
pen being that the oatline of the Iet- 
ters or figures is represented in a 
Series of closely suceceding amd irre- 
gular = perforations. By burning 
through the paper the record obtain- 
ed is absolutely indelible. Erasure 
can only be accomplished by filling 
in the diminutive perforation marks, 
an almost impossible task, and ona 
calling for comsammate skill to pre. 
vent detection when beld up t the 
light. Also, owing to the electric 
spark following the path of least re- 
Sistance through the paper, avoiding 
the ininute obstacles in its texture, 
it is absolutely imposaible two produce 
two identical series of perforations.

Napanee, Ont., March 23.—The body 
of Burton F. Rapley, the Belleville 
commercial traveller who disappeared 
30 ‘mysteriously - from the Campbell 
House here fast fall, was found in the 
Napanee river this forenoon, two and 
a half miles down stream.

Smokers Immpnte 
From Meningitis. 


Paris, March 22.—Alter ali the abuse: 
which has been hurled at the practice 
of tobneco smoking it is refreshing to 
find a medical man asserting that he 
hax discovered, and can prove ty 
statistics, that smoking is good for 

| the health. Smokers, he says, are 
almost immune from meningitis. 

Dr. de Kormubon, of the French 
army, is the author of the new the- 
ors. He hans patiently gathered sta- 
tistics and watched the ravages cfs 
the cerebro-spinal disense among the 
young recruits of the French army 
and as their habits, among others 
that of smoking, are carefully ‘notet 
in the reports he was astonished to 
see that so few of the habitual smouk- 
ers were attacked by the disease. The 
proportion, as established by hiin, is 
one to twenty, that is to say, for 
one case of meningitis among # given 
number of smokers there are twenty 
cases of the disease among an equa: 
nuinber of non-stnokers, 

What will societies against the abu» 
of tobacco say‘to this’ Their chief, 
argument heretofore has been that 
smoking is especially bad for the 
young. But Dr\ Kermabon cout) argue 
exactly the conVéary, and this is what 

he does. Rather than discourage 
young men from smoking, the habit 
ought to be encouraged, especially if 
they are liable to brain or spinal 
troubles. 


Halley’s Comet in 1835 


The | following are notes ‘made cf 
Halley's comet st the time of-its ay- 
pearance in 1335. 

“At last it came, the much talked-ot 
and long looked-for ‘conwt. Papers up - 
on papers appeared before its appear- 
ance, and computations had been 
made to the gredtest degree of min- 
uteress. I myself bought fuur of these 
publications. One observed, one look- 
ed, as much ax the pawers of the ess 
would permit. .One was ‘told: “Ts- 
night it must be visible, it has ayp- 
proached us another lew million miles 
near such and such a star it will le 
foul according to the astronomers.’” 
But for all that i, could not be seen 
with the pye. Of course by 
means of good telescopes, it: had been 
although very 
faut. The appointed time (5 (ct., 
1835) came, whon it was ‘to be near 
the earth, but no comet was to be 
seen, and’ many gave up the hopo of 
seoing it. There then appeared in tho 
Newspapers an article by Captain 
Boguslawsky, of Breslau, wherein Oct

by other computations whose authors 
believed that they had obtained the 
only correct results).

Hew Tobacco. Has Been Fought by 
ay Persecution. 


Smoking is now : 
with no one around: to visit penalties 
npon its indulgence. Though America 
owes more to tobacco than any other 
country penalties were invoked here 
more harsh than anywhere else. Laws 
were passed permitting its growth in 
small quantities and then only as a 
necessity for medicine-to be taken pri- 
vately by old men. New . England 
colonists were not permitted to use it 
or to purchase it in a tavern. No man 
was allowed to smoke tobacco public- 
ly, nor in his own house in the pres- 
ence of str In some townships 
a medical certificate had to be pro- 
cured before a man might even smoke 
at all. : ‘ 

King James the Firat of England be- 
came s0 incensed against the habit 
that he issucd an edict stating that 
tobacco was’ loathsome to the eye, 
hateful to the nosc, harmful to the 
brain, dangerous to the lungs, and in 
its black, i!l-smelling fumes tho near- 
est resemblance to the: horrible Bty- 
gian smoke of the bottomless pit. 

This sovereign tried to abolish its 
use by imposing heavy penalties and 
in 1619 ordered that no planter of Vir- 
ginia should cultivate more than 100 
pounds. This did not stand lone. for 
its disuse made apeh a hole in the 
imperial treasury as to produce a 
marked shortage in the Government's 
revenue. Some of the wealthy, how- 
ever, consumed as much as 400 pounds 
of tobacco in a year. 

Queen Elizabeth of England ab- 
horred tobacco, issued an edict against 
its usesnnd said Englishmen should 
nat follow the example Of the savages 
who jotroduecd the custom in Amer- 
ica. 
Porsia fought it in 1590 and when 
the Shah prohibited its use many of 
his aubjects fled to the mountains

Ottawa, March 24.—N. Lewis (West 
Haron) made the Commons sit up 
yesterday afternoon when he announc- 
ed that the Opposition was behind the 
Prime Minister and:the Minister of.

Borden, the 
Opposition leader, is in Boston, .and 
Hon. John Haggart ‘ Dr. Sproule 
are leading the Conservative ‘party in 
his absence. 

Mr. Lewis began by asking if the 
Government did not consider that it 
was due to the business community 
to give some indication as to whether 
they were to expect a tariff war or 
not. < 

Said Hon. Mr. Fielding:—“I am 
afraid that, with every desiro on my 
part to inform the House of what 
they naturally desire to know in this 
matter, [ am not in a position to give 
any statement in negotiations of the 
character which it is known are now

The maxim that there is nothing 
new under the sun applies, it would 
weem, more truly to »kea and witti- 
isms than to anything else, The chief 
Gifferences between tho jests of one 
gencration and that of another te 
maln)y in thelr form, Tho kernel is 
practically the same. Nevertbeless it 
{a Interesting to exhume some of these 
ancient jokes and to recognize iu them 
the ancestors of the things at which 
we laugh today In the pages of our 
humorous publications, 

Some humorous writers dearly love 
te mako fun of the absentininded, on- 
practical ouiversity profeazsor, who 


wits wandcr and {s very slow to grasp 
anything fn ordinary life. Such jokes 
as these were cracked centurics ago 
by the students and graduates of the 
great universities In ancient Greece, 
for it 1s a mistake to suppose that. 
what we now call “college life” was 
uuknown to the ancicnts, : 

As a matter of fact, the student at 
the University of Athens or at the 
University of Aiexandrin was very

“THE ROAD TO THE TOP. |< MUIR GLACIER IN VIEW. 
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For Ficst Timeiin Nine Yeare‘I¢ Can 


place at Yakutat. and ever since the 
approach to the glacker has been so 
choked with ice that boats bave turned 
mway with thelr passengers disap- 
pointed. Now, through some peculiar 
Grifting. of the fce, steamboats can 
enter the channel and, after caytiously 
pushiig their way, get  gtimpee of 
the Jeft face. 

In the pine years away from the 
sight of man this glacier bes shown 
remarkable changes. When Professor 
John Malr, after whom It was named, 
visited It, it had a solid faee two 
miles Jong and about 200 feet abore 
the water line. it was a tive glacier 
and great masses of ice toppled tntc 
the sea witb reverberations like thuo- 
der. Water would splash ifty feet 
high, and the sight was feagsome and 
fawcinating. 

Today the giacler assumes a differ 
ent aspect. Erosion has worked out 2 
pew bay, which will soon be charted, 
and the glacier itself seems to have 
two parts—the Jive part. from whictr 
icebergs break and fall with a tremen- 
dous nolse, ani 2 dead arm. or one 
with Inud forming between it and the 
sea. This change ts due to a hill which 
projected through the top of the ice 
when Professor Mutr was there. Now 
that billtop is a large mountain, divid- 
ing the ice fields. The ice has also 
receded fu the nine years. 

This is without doubt the most re 
markable known gtacler on this contt- 
nent, though Alaska has other wooder- 
ful gtacters, which occupy clefts high 
up in the mountains and some of which 
bave an elevation of 6,000 feet. Among 
these are the Taku, Davidson, Wisdom 
and Le Conte’ Bat Muir gtacier has 
354 square miles of ice and presents 
such an imposing sight that it Is con- 
sidered the crowning giory of Alaska’s 
stupendous scenery—the sight of a tlfe- 
ume. No one koows how it beppens 
that Glacier bay can be entered cow 
where It could not be before, but it is 
thought that favorable winds and 
mild weather caused’ the ice to drift 
away.—Vancourer Proridence.

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Girl Graduate is Killed and Her Slayer 


Is Caught. 





Terribly Mutilated Body of Ruth Wheeler is Found on Fire Escape 
at Home of Albert Wolter, Who Is Charged With Having 


Lured Her to His 


New York, March 23.—The body of 
Ruth Wheeler, the little girl graduate 
who was tur from her widowed 
motber last, Thursday by a decoy of- 
fer employment, was found late 
Saturday afternoon huddled in a gun- 
ny sack, on a fire escape outside the 
npartment of Albert Wolter, the man 
charged with her abduction. She had 
been strangled with a short end of 
rope, hacked with a knife, burned be- 
yom! recognition, and thrust careless- 
ly out of doors like s0 much rubbish. 

Identification was possible only by 
shreds of clothing and fragments of 
jewelry, but there was abundant evi- 
dence of how the murder had been 
done. Around neck were the 
charred’ fibres of manila rope burnt 
into the flesh. The apartment reeked 
with kerosene. There were oil stains 
in front of -the newly-painted fire- 
that had an open grate. 

The girl's clothing hair had 
been saturated with kerosene, the fire- 
board had been removed and the body 
thrust up the chimney, standing. 
When the match was touched to her, 
she burned like a torch. Probably the 
murderer had hoped for an opportun- 
ity to remove the body under cover of 
night, but when the girl’s disappear- 
ance raised such an uproar and he 
began to suspect he was shadowed, 
he had packed up and fied. 

A neighbor living on the same floor 
of an adjoining house noticed the 
lumpy bundle gutside bis window and 
thinking it refuse, poked it off the 
fire escape into the back yard with a 
broom bandle. The bundle moved ob- 
stinately and fell with a crash: His 
curiosity aroused, the neighbor hur- 
ried down stairs for the janitor to in- 
vestigate. 

Ruth Wheeler was fifteen years of 
age, the youngest of three sisters bred 
by their mother, a dressmaker, to self- 
support. Both the elder sisters are 
stenographers, and Ruth had, just 
been graduated from a business col- 


lege. 
The girl had been carefully brought 
up. She was never on the streets at 
night, and her failure to comé home 
for ‘24 hours without explanation 
meant‘more than a caprice. The next 
morning her sisters, Pearl and Ade- 
laide; in serious concern, went to the 
‘college and learned that the following 
postcard had been turned over to her: 
“Dear Madam: Please call in ‘refer- 
ence to position of stenographer at 
residence of the secretary. (Signed) 
A. Wolter, 122 East 105th street.’ 
Investigation at the address given 
soon showed that Wolter, whom his 
landlady described’ as‘a sickly, white- 
faced youth of about twenty, with 
flashy clothes and elaborately curled 
hair, had Jeft the apartment where 
he had lived with his wife, earlier 
in the same day. He received many 
calls from young girls, said the land- 
lady, and she had particularly noticed 
thut the last one who called was fresh- 
er of face and better dress than the 
ordinary run of them.

All efforts to effect 
an arrangement failed, and now both 
partics have nominated candidates.

THE FIRST C CLOCKS. 


It was, we are toid, in 1300 that the 
first clock known to the world was 
Placed in the tower of San Eustorgto, 
{on Milan. 

The greatest astonishment and ad- 
miration were manifested by crowds 
who flocked to see the. timepiece. In 
1344 a clock was installed in the pal- 
ace of the nobles at Padua. This was 
a wonder of mechanism Indeed, for 
besides Indicating the hours it showed 
the course of the sun, the revolutions 
of the planets, the various phases of 
the moon, the months and the*fetes 
of the year. 

The period of the evolution from the 
clock to the watch was serenty-one 
years—not so very long, all things con- 


sidered—and the record of the first. 


watch Is 1380. A half century later 
an alarm clock made its appearance. 
This, we are told, was looked upon 
by the people of that ege as “un in- 
strument prodigicux.” 

The fortunate possessor of this clock 
was Andrea Alclato, a councilor of 
Milan. The chroniclers bare placed 
on record that this clock sounded a 
bell at a stated hour, and at the same 


looked that until about serenty years 
ago we bad no means of obtaining a 
Ught. other than the tinder bor, so 
that the Milanese must bare been cen- 
turies ahead of us In this respect. 
Not much progress was made with 
the watch until 1740, when the sec- 
ond band was added.—London Globe.

dent to the present reign of sin and 
death. They have truly entered into 
rest, whether they were saints or sin- 
ners. When the time for their awak- 
ening shall have come in the Millen- 
nial morning of Christ's reign of right- 
eousness, surrounding conditions will 
be very different from what they are 
to-day, thank God!

Our 
was the “first that should rise 
the dead” (Acts xxvi, 23), in this fall 
sense, And he was a first fruits, or 
proof, that others still sleeping will 
come forth by Divine Power to be ex- 
ercised by him in the resurrection 
morning—the Millennial morning, 
The Church will be the next in order 
—she is to be the Bride Consort of the 
Great King and to participate with 
him in his glorious work of uplifting 
the race which {fell from &e Divine 
image into sin and death through 
futher Adam, ‘The redemption-price 
has been provided in the death of 
Jesus; and the time for beginning the 
great. work of “restitution of all 
things” merely waits until the com- 
pletion of the election of the saintly 
Church (Acts iii, 19-21). 
_ Preaching on the Day of Pentecost, 
St. Peter declares that God raised 
Christ from the dead. Then in prool 
that this was the Divine intention 
from the beginning, he quotes from 
the prophetic Psalm of David, “Thou 
shajt not leave my soul in hell.” The 
Apostle’s quotation (Acts ii, 27) is in 
the Greek, in which the word hell is 
hades. Als quotation is from the He- 
brew, in which the word hell is sheol 
—the only word rendered hell 
throughout the entire Old Testament. 
T am not stating this as something 
new, although I am confident that it 
is new to many of my hearers and to 
many of the eighteen millions who 
will read my discourse in to-morrow 
morning’s papers. For the sake of 
such, I note the fact that in the 
morning of our Lord’s resurrection, 
he said to Mary, “Touch me not; for 
I xm not yet ascended to my Father 
and your Father; to my God, and 
your God" (John xx, 17). I remind 
them further of the language of the 
so-called Apostles’ Creed, which is 
coming more and more inte vogue 
with all denominations and which 
declares, “He descended into hell and 
rose again the third day.” In a ver- 
rion of this creed published by the 
Presbyterian Board of Publication of 
Philadelphia, a {oot note very proper- 
ly explains that the word hell here 
used is, in the Greek, hades, which 
signifies the state or condition of 
death. 


T consider this very 





; y important 
matter, which should be made widely 
known, because of the false concep- 
tion of hell handed down ‘to. us 
through our creeds formulated in the 
“dark ages,” and since a misinterpre. 


of torture. All this is-wholly false, as 
every Greek and Hebrew scholar 
knows, and, if crose-questioned, will 
admit. It is an important question 
to the public because this misconcep- 
tion of the meaning of the word ‘hell 
is driving hundreds, yea, thousands, 
away from God and away from the 
Bible. They correctly reason that the 
teaching that our Creator foreknew 
and intended a hell of torture for his 
creatures is beyond conception, be- 
yond belief, and manifestly untrue, 
es no holy being could be so unjust, 
unkind, unloving, It is time that all 
such should see that the fault lies 
with the creeds and not with the 
Bible—that the Bible teaches a hell, 
sheol, hades, into which all go, both 
good and bad, and from which all 
will be called forth in the resurrec- 
tion morning by the great Redeemer. 
A_ better translation “reads, “Our 
Lord ascended on high leading a mul- 
titade of captives."". These words are 
a pen picture representing a great 
King as a Conqueror returning from 
a victory over an opponent. The 
victor rode in a chariot at the head 
of the procession, ‘surrounded by 
trumpets and acclaimers, and behind 
him followed the evidences, the 
proofs of his victory—either those 
whom he had captured and enslaved, 
or, as in this case, those who had 
been cuptured and enslaved and 
whom the Conquerer had set free. 
The picture is graphic and wonder- 
ful, notwithstanding the fact that a 
considerable space has intervened be 
tween our Lord’s triumphant resur- 
rection and ascension and the evi- 
dences of his victory, which are fol- 
lowing after him. Of the great King 
of Glory himself, let us remember 
that after he had suffered by the will 
of God, “the Just for the unjust,” 
thet he might set mankind from 
sin and death, he was “highly exelt 
ed and given a name above cvery 
newe.” He was made “partaker of 
the divine nature.” He was no Jong. 
er a man, for “Flesh and blood can- 
not inherit the Kingdom of God’ (I

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ae COLDEST SPOT ON EARTH 


No Precautions Are Nececonre Against 
Escape at Verhoyansk—When the 
Wiad Blows, Half an Hour In the 
Fierce, Biting Cold Means Death. 


The coldest place in the world one 
wonld. naturally expect to be either 
the north or the south pole, bat it is 
not. It is a village in the northeast of. 
Siberia named Verhoyansk. 

There the average temperature of 
the three worst winter months {fs 53 
Gegrees F. below zero, which means 
83 degrees of frost. During January 
the arerage temperature is 56 degrees 
below zero, or 83 degrees of frost. On 
one occasion the thermometer: regis- 
tered the remarkable figure of 120 de 
grees of frost! The average January 
figure for London, on the other hand, 
is 7 degrees above freezing point. 

But In Verboyansk most months are 
winter months, July. curiously enough, 
is as hot there as In London, but the 
shadow of tho terrible winter hangs 
orer even the warmest months, 

Even in midsummer the forests 
which surround the desolate plain fu 
the center of which Verboyansk 
stands are withered and gray. The 
grass is colorless. The few Sowers 
are odorless. The bare soll of the 
plain itself refuses to produce vege- 


strange though it 
by the wind. A gale when 
mometer stands at 80 or more below 

gero will destroy every Ilving thing 

that fs not under shelter. 

One of the many curious facts about 
cold is that intense cold is In itself 
easy to bear provided the alr is still. 
One traveler bas declared that be has 
often felt colder to P: iy on a 
oe gay in November than during 

pe eae stay In Verboyansk, where 

the/thermometer sometimes showed 90 
degrees of frost, 

The reason is that at Verhoyansk 
the air Is tntensely dry, and dry cold 
does not penetrate far, With a tent 
at night and warm furs In the day- 
time one can be quite comfortable, 
however low the temperature. 

But let a wind once rise and things 
are differen€ As Verboyansk Is the 
coldest place in the world, the few 
winds that come must bring warmth. 
But then all winds carry moisture. 
And so we have the curious fact that, 
though one may be quite comfortable 
with the thermometer showing OU de- 
grees of frost, if a wind springs up 
and adds 20 or 30 degrees of warmth 
to the alr one has to. fiy for dear 
Iife to shelter. 

Half an hour in that tleree. ditlog 
cold means death, But the intenxe 
dry coli that is Verhoyansk’s voriwut 
weather Is, if not so dangerous, quite 
as powerful In Its effects, In that icy 
stillness an iron ax head dropped on 
the ground smashes like glass, A 
board of unseasonel wood, on the 
other hand, freezes bard as fron. 

De Wilodt In his travels to this re- 
gion carried bis milk in solld cubes 
in a net attached to his sleigh. His 
thermometers all burst, for at the 
Verhoyansk temperatures quicksllver 
freezes and can be hammered ilke 
copper. It has indeed been turned fato 
bullets and shot through a deal boant. 

All be conld find of a case of claret 
wero a few lumps of red Ice and some 
splintered glass. Bot what troubled 
him most was the discovery that it 
ywas Impossible to smoke. At 40 de 
grees below zero frozen nicotine blocks 
the stem of the pipe, while cigarettes 
or cigars freeze to the lips. 

It must be embarrassing to Gnd, as 
one does when the thermometer reach- 
es 80 below, that one’s very breath 
falls at one's fect In a fine white pow- 
der. A mustache becomes a torturc— 
a heavy, solid lump of fice. To lay a 
bare hand on metal means that the 
skin will stay where it touches, A 
careless traveler once witlessly left a 
shirt outside his hut to dry. When be 
picked it up agaln it bent and almost 
broke. When swung through the alr 
it made a noise Ilke theatrical thun- 
der, 

At these temperatures many usually 
trusty articles, such as combs and 
razors and knife handles, shrivel or 
bend or break, 

Verhoyansk is a buddle of mad plas- 
tered huts along one straggling street. 
The windows are of ice, so that can- 
dies are needed both summer and wio- 
ter. Twenty miles away, across a dis- 
mal plain of snow, lies a tow, black 
Une of pine forests, 

On the other side Is the frozen river, 
from which dense, nnbealtby mists 
roll-up for weeks together in the au: 
tamn. There are not fowersa In spring. 
and summer is dingy. Werbaps they

Halley’s comet, astronomers say, 
may be seen. in the east to-morrow 
morning beforé. sunrise. Set’ your 
alarm clock for 5.30 a.m., and you 
may (if you getup) see the celestial 
visitor. ete 

On April Ist the comet will be 139,- 
000,000 miles away—and that’s no Aprii 
fool’s joke. On April 4th the comet 
will rise at 4.44 a.m. By April 12th 
it will be moving at a rate of 100,000 
miles an hour. The comet reaches 
peribelion (nearest the sun) on April 
19th, by which time it will be travei- 
ling at a rate of 1,878 miles per 
minute. 

When moving day rolls around the 
comet will be 63,000,000 miles from 
the earth. On May 6th the earth witi 
cross the comet’s path. By May 10th 
this celestial body will be 33,000,003 
miles distant from Mother Earth and 
on May lith this will be reduced to 
12,000,000, about the nearest it will 
ever get. It came’ within half thot 
in 1835, the last time the comet ap- 
peared. 

On May 18th the earth and moon 
will pass through the comet’s tail, af / 
ter which it will begin to retire into;

Weather For April 
According to Hicks. 


A regular storm perio! extends from 
the 2nd to the 6th. As shown by the 
storm diagram, this period is still under 
the influence of the Mercury, Earth and 
Mars disturbances. It_w1ll'come in by 
rising temperature, falling barometer 
and growing cloudiness over western sec- 
tions by the 2nd and 3rd, and during the 
4th to 6th, these conditions will pass 
eastward attended by storms of rain, 
hail and forceful winds.

CHESTENHTON TALKS

Brilitant Essayist Campaigns In His 
Qwn Way. 

Mr. Gilbert K. Chesterton spoke at 
a Liberal meeting at Beaconsfield, 
- 1South Bucks, Eng., in true Chester- 
tonian style. The frequent interrup- 
tions of some Unionists at the back 
only served to display effectively the 
speaker's power of repartee and 
hitting. 

Mr. Chesterton said Conservatism 
was inipossible, even for the purpose 
of Conservatives. What did they 
ucan by being Conservatives? They 
meant that they wanted to keep cer- 
tain good and valuable things as 
they were. He should like to be a 
Conservative if he could, because he 
should like to keep the old English 
institutions in existence; he liked 
them, and was fond of them, But

ing taxes. Take the trade of the non- 
residents, for instance, if they want 
& carriage, » dray or a-set of harness 
‘it is bought in Belleville, but it is not 
the way with the Burrell Rock Drill 
Co., there does not seem to be any- 
thing in Belleville good enough for 
them. It has to be purchased in To- 
ronto or some outside place. Where 
is there any benefit derived here? 

When the Burrell Rock Drill Co. 
were ready to build or had decided to 
build where they are now situated 
they did not ask for tenders so the 
contractors of. the city could have a 
chance to tender on it. I am inform. 
ed that there were few,.if any,- Belle- 
ville men employed on the building 
and the only lumber bought in this 
city was for a few sashes? As to this 
1 do not know myself. 

There has been a great deal of talk 
in the past and there is at present 
about bringing industries here.

JOHN JOHNSTON. 
Mr. John Johnston, who died  yester- 





day afternoon, after 26 hours of illness, 


ax the result of a paralytic stroke, was 


born near Inverness, Scotland, in the j $ 


year 1838. In 1846 he arrived in this 
city with his parents, Mr. and Mr. Wil- 
liam Johnston, and attended Public 
hool here. In the spring of 1837 he ob- 
tained from the County Board a first- 
class certificate, and in December of the 
same year began teaching in a Public 
school in Sidney township. After teach- 
ing for nearly three years he went to 
the Normal School at Toronto, and at 
the close of the term obtained a Provin- 
cial certificate, second-class, grade A. He 
then continued the teaching profession 
until April, 1871, when by the County 
Council he was appointed . Inspector of 
School« for South Hastings and three 
years later received the appointment of 
Inspector of Schools for the city. He re- 
mained as a County Inspector until two 
Years ago, since which time he had lived 
a retired life. 

Mr, Johnston was a member of St. 
Andrew's Church. For years the deceas 
ed wax president of the South Hastmg« 
Teachers’ Anociation, and was admitted 
to be a good educationist. In the year 
1661 he married Miss Augusta Rowe /«f 
Sidney, who, with three sons, survives.
